SUMMARY. THE COSTA RICAN CENTRAL GOVERNMENT BUDGET FOR 
CALENDAR YEAR 1975 IS CURRENTLY BEING DEBATED BY THE 
NATIONAL ASSEMBLY. BY STATUTE, ASSEMBLY ACTION ON THE 
BUDGET MUST BE TAKEN BY NOVEMBER 30. THIS YEAR S BUDGET 
IS 40 PERCENT HIGHER THAN THE ORIGINAL 1974 BUDGET BUT LESS THAN 
ACTUAL EXPENDITURE FOR 1974. THE NEW BUDGET DOES NOT SHOW 
ANY OBVIOUS CHANGE IN PRIORITIES FROM THAT OF PREVIOUS 
YEARS, WITH THE LARGEST OUTLAYS EARMARKED FOR THE MINISTRIES 
OF EDUCATION AND PUBLIC WORKS. END SUMMARY. 

1. THE 1975 BUDGET, CALLED THE ORDINARY CENTRAL GOVERNMENT BUDGET, 
IS ABOUT 40 PERCENT HIGHER THAN THE ORDINARY BUDGET APPROVED FOR 
1974. ACTUAL GOVERNMENTAL EXPENDITURES FOR 1974 WERE MUCH 
HIGHER THAN ORIGINALLY OUTLINED, HOWEVER, AND WHEN ONE 
COUNTS IN THE SEVERAL EXTRAORDINARY BUDGETS APPROVED 
DURING THE COURSE OF THE YEAR, OVERALL CENTRAL GOVERNMENT 
SPENDING FOR 1974 WILL AMOUNT TO AROUND $280 MILLION 
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1975 SUBMISSION OF $276 MILLION. 

2. THE MINISTRIES EARMARKED FOR THE HIGHEST PERCENTAGES 
OF THE TOTAL BUDGET ARE: EDUCATION - 27 PERCENT 

($75 MILLION); PUBLIC WORKS - 28 PERCENT ($65 MILLION); 

FINANCE - 19 PERCENT ($53 MILLION) AND HEALTH - 6 PERCENT 

($17 MILLION). SERVICE OF THE PUBLIC DEBT SHOULD ACCOUNT 

FOR ROUGHLY 16 PERCENT ($44 MILLION), I.E. UP BY ABOUT 

26 PERCENT FROM 1974 AND REFLECTING A WORRISOME TREND OF PUBLIC 

INDEBTEDNESS, ESPECIALLY TO EXTERNAL SOURCES. 

3. CENTRAL GOVERNMENT REVENUES FOR 1975 ARE PROIECTED AT 
$276 MILLION, INCLUDING: $252 MILLION IN CURRENT REVENUES; 

$16 MILLION IN BOND SALES; AND $8 MILLION IN FOREIGN 
BORROWING, I E. IUST ENOUGH TO COVER CENTRAL GOVERNMENT 
SPENDING. NEITHER EXPENDITURES NOR INCOME ARE EXPECTED 
TO REMAIN AT THE PROIECTED LEVEL - SEVERAL EXTRAORDINARY 
BUDGETS ARE LIKELY TO BE SUBMITTED DURING THE COURSE OF QO T# 

ALONE WITH UPWARD 'REASSESSMENTS'' ON TAX EARNINGS AND 
PROBABLE INCREASED FOREIGN BORROWING. IF 1975 FOLLOWS THE 
TREND SET IN PAST YEARS, THE BUDGET WILL PROBABLY REFLECT 
AN INCREASE OF SOME 30 PERCENT IN CENTRAL GOVERNMENT SPENDING 
OVER THE PAST YEAR. 

4. THERE IS ONE OTHER THING WHICH IS WORTH KEEPING IN 

MIND WHEN CONSIDERING THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT BUDGET, AND 
THAT IS THAT IT DOES NOT REFLECT THE ENTIRE AMOUNT OF 
PUBLIC SPENDING IN COSTA RICA. QUITE A FEW SEMI-AUTONOMOUS 
AND AUTONOMOUS AGENCIES AND ENTERPRISES OPERATE WITHIN THE 
PUBLIC SECTOR OF COSTA RICA. SOME OF THESE AGENCIES DEPEND 
ON SUPPORT FROM MONIES ACCOUNTED FOR IN THE CENTRAL GOVERN- 
MENT BUDGET. OTHERS, SUCH AS THE NATIONAL ELECTRICITY 
INSTITUTE (ICE), DERIVE THE BULK OF THEIR INCOME FROM FEES 
CHARGED FOR SERVICES WHICH ARE ONLY REFLECTED IN THEIR 
INDIVIDUAL BUDGETS.
